TERRAPIN NOw7rTsEASON.< 


The Supply Small bat Increasing— 


Giean Turtle in Winter Quarters. 


Receipts of terraplh continue to^be 


small, although the regular seaso"h op- 
ened on October 1 They are increas- 
ing, however, and by the end of the 
season, about April 1, It la expected 
that the usual supply of between 4,600 
and 5,000 terrapin of all kinds and sizes 
will have been received In this market. 
Those that have thus arilved have 
come mainly from North Carolina, & 
lew lots having been received from 
Chesapeake Bay and Long Island The 
North Carolina terrapin are selling for 
from $24 to $30 a dozen, and the others 
for from >50 to 190 a dozen, according 
to their size. 
The terrapin supply comes from var- 
ious points along the coast, from Mas- 
sachusetts 
to Texas 
Diamond back 
terrapin from CLesapeake Bay, when 
they are six or seven Inches long on tbe 
under shell and weigh from four to 
flve pounds each, are sold for from 15 
to 18 apiece, according to the time in 
the season. Those from Massachustts, 
Long Island and New Jersey command 
equally high prices, but the ones from 
North Carolina and States further 
South are small, of Inferior quality, and 
often sold as low as from *15 to |20 a 
docen. In 
the market /terrapin are 
kept packed in wet sea-weed. In box- 
es which are placed in damp cellars. 
They will not eat while' in -this condi- 
tion, but will live without food for sev- 
eral months, although, meanwhile, they 
become enmciated and less desirable. 
Terrapin require ten -years to grow to 
maturity, 
and 
they are becoming 
•career and scarcer and dearer year by 
year. The 
price of those from the 
North ha* doubled wihln the last ten or 
twelve years, and those from the South 
have advanced about 60 per cent In 
tft same time. . 
jTne stock of green turtles on hand 
•4s Just been removed from the snb- 


on shelves, with their head* re»tln* on 
lude pillons. They lie on their backs 
and will not eat anjthtni; after being 
taken from the water. Like terrapin, 
they will hie tv,o or three months 
without eating but meanwhile become 
emaciated and inferior for food. 
Thi price of green turtles Is now from 
fifteen 
to twenty cents a pound In- 
cluding the sheila It will 150 up from 
twenry-nve 
to 
thirty-UN e 
cents a 
poun 1 as the season advances. The 
chief sources of supply are the Ber- ] 
mudr and "West India Islands. Key 
West Florida, and Mexico Being na- 
tives of tropical climates, green turtles 
are oxtremely sensitive to cold, and 
are tasily affected by icy water or a 
frigid atmosphere. In winter they are 
brought here in warm parts of steam- 
ships On their arrival they are laden 
on carts, covered with canvas to pro- 
tect them from the cold and quickly 
taker to the heated nooraa in the mark- 
et. The green turtles received here 
rangi- from about twenty-five to four 
hundred pounds each, those of the lat- 
ter 
size 
being rare. The average 
weight is about se\enty-flve pounds 
each The largest ones are sold to tbe 
canni*rs and great hotels; the medium 
steed ones to clubs, restaurants and 
small hotels,' and the small ones to 
famf'ies. Aixmt 
S,EO* 
green turtles 
weighing about one fourth of a million 
pounds, «re received annuallv In this 
city. The receipts from Cuba have 
been unusually small since the out- 
break of hostilities on that island. Thin 
ia said to be from the fact that they 
are fad to Spanish soldiers on account!

TERRAPIN NOWMN SEASON.! 


The Supply Small but Increasing— 


Gresn Turtle in Winteir Quarter*. 


Receipts of terrapin continue . toj be 


small, although the regular seasoh op- 
ened on Octobor 1. They are increas- 
ing, however, and by the end of the 
season, abdut April 1, It is expected 
that .the usual supply of between 4,500 
and 6,000 terrapin of all kinds and sizes 
Tvill have been received in this market. 
Those that' have thua arrived have 
come -mainly from ; North Carolina, a 
few. lots having been received from 
Chesapeake Bay and Long Island. The 
North Carolina terrapin are selling for 
from 124 to $30 a Jozen, and the others 
for from $50 to $90 a dozen, according 
t o " their size..... . . - - . • 
The terrapin supply comes from, 
ious points along the coast, from Mas- 
sachusetts 
to Texas. Diamond back 
terrapin from Chesapeake Bay, when 
they are six or;seven Inches long on the 
under shell and weigh from four to 
flve pounds each,- are sold for from »5 
to 18 apiece, according: to'."the time in 
the season. Those from Maasachuntts, 
Long Island and New Jersey command 
equally high pricea, but the ones from 
North 
Carolina and States 'further 
South are small, of inferior quality, and 
often :soid as low as from flu to $20 a 
docen. ..In 
the market ^terrapin are 
kept packed In wet sea-weed. In box- 
es which are placed in: damp cellars. 
They will not eat while in -thia condi- 
tion, but will live without food,for sev- 
eral months, although, meanwhile, they 
become, emaciated and! less desirable: 
Terrapin require ten :yeara to grow to 
maturity, ; and 
they are becoming 
•career and scarcer' and dearer year by 
year. The 
price of those from the' 
North has doubled ivihln the last ten or 
twelve year*, and those from the South 
have advanced about 50 per cent In 
the a«me time.
